To amend the Law relating to the Tenure and 
Improvement of Land in Ireland. 

HEBEAS it is expedient to amend the Provisions of V reArabl « 
“The Landed Property [Ireland) Improvement Act, 

1860 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, hy and with 
5 the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 





Preliminary . 

1. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “The Landed Short Title. 
10 Property ( Ireland 5) Improvement Act, 1866.” 



2 . This Act shall apply to Ireland only.

4 . The Provisions of “ The Landed Property [Ireland) Improve- 
15 ment Act, 1860,” (save in so far as they are hereby amended or a3 amended, 
repealed) shall be deemed to be incorporated with this Act. ^^ted with 

[Bill 130.] A 5 . The this Act. 
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5 The Sections of “ The Landed Property ( Ireland ) Improve- 
ment Act, 1860,” enumerated in the Schedule to this Act annexed, 
are hereby repealed from and after the said First Lay of January 
One thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven : Provided, however, 
that no Act done or Proceeding taken under any of the said Sections 5 
previous to said First Lay of January One thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty -seven shall he in any Manner affected or invalidated 
by such Repeal, but for the Purpose of every such Act or Proceed- 
ing tlie said Sections shall remain in full Porce. 

6. The Expression “ Lord Lieutenant in Council ” shall mean the 10 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland 
for the Time being by and with tlie Advice of Her Majesty’s Privy 
Council in Ireland. 

Part I. — Landlord’s Improvements. 

7. The Word “ Improvements,” as defined in the Pirst Part of the 15 
Landed Property (Ireland) Improvement Act, 1860, shall comprise 
the following Works as Landlord’s Improvements under said Act 
and this Act, that is to say ; 

The building of a Mansion House and Offices, or the repairing or 
adding to a Mansion House or Offices, upon tlie Lands of a 20 
Limited Owner. 

8. The Term “next collateral Successor’’ shall mean the Person 
entitled under the Settlement to the Possession or Receipt of the 
Rents and Profits of the Land in defeasance or on the Determina- 
tion of the Estates of the Limited Owner and of the Heirs of his 25 
Body ; but when the next collateral Successor is a Minor or a 
Lunatic, or his Place of Abode is not known, or if for any Reason 

it is found difficult or impracticable to serve such next collateral 
Successor, the Term “ next collateral Successor ” shall mean such 
Person, if any, as tlie Landed Estates Court may substitute for the 30 
Purposes of this Act upon an Application for the Purpose to be made 
to the Court by the Limited Owner. 

9. The previous Sanction of a Judge of the Landed Estates 
Court shall not be required for Landlord’s Improvements in any 
Case in which the next collateral Successor asseuts to the Im- 35 
provements, or in which, if he objects, he does not, within One 
Month after the Receipt of Notice from the Limited Owner of the 
Improvements proposed to be executed, apply for an Injunction to 
the Landed Estates Court against any Charge being created in 
respect of the Improvements in favour of the Limited Owner. 40

Agent or Attorney, of such his Intention, specifying in such Notice 
the Kind of Improvements intended, and the Parts of the Estate 
15 upon which the Improvements are intended to be made, and shall 
lodge a Copy thereof in the Landed Estates Coiu’t. 



12. Every Limited Owner who lays out Money in making such Accounts of 
Improvements as aforesaid, with the Intent of being a Creditor on 

the Estate, shall annually, within Four Months after the Thirty- aummilyln 
20 first Day of December of each Year, lodge in the Landed Estates * 

Court an Account of the Money expended by him in such Improve- 
ments during the Twelve. Months before such Thirty-first Day of 
December, subscribed by him or his known Agent, with proper 
Vouchers for the same, and verified by the Oath of himself or his 
25 known Agent before any Justice of the Peace, or Commissioner, or 
Master Extraordinary for taking Affidavits. 

13. The Landed Estates Court shall record, in a Book to be kept Landed 
for that Purpose, the Accounts and Vouchers and Copies of the 
Notices, and shall keep the Book open for all Persons desirous to record Ac- 

30 see tlie same, and shall give certified Copies of or Extracts of all 

Accounts, Vouchers, and Copies of Notice recorded, upon Payment bo public . 
of such Pees as shall he frord Time to Time fixed by the Landed 
Estates Court. 

14. Every limited Owner expending Money in such Improve- limited

Amount of such Charge in the Landed Estates Court, and thereupon 
the said Court shall have Power to deal with such Objection, and by 
Order to reduce or modify the Charge, and deal with the Costs of the 
Proceeding, as it thinks proper. 

16. Any Limited Owner may register his Charge by lodging from po 
Time to Time with the proper Officer of the Office for the Registry 
of Deeds in Ireland, or of the Office for the Record of Titles, as 
the Case may be, an Affidavit stating the total Amount of the . 
Expenditure as appearing in the Accounts lodged under this Act, 
and specifying the Settled Estate affected by such Charge, by 15 
Denomination, Barony, and County. 

17 . If the Landed Estates Court shall make an Order at the 
Instance of the Successor, varying or modifying the Amount of the 
Annuity so charged as aforesaid, an attested Copy of such Order 
shall he lodged with the proper Officer of the Office for the Registry 20 
of Deeds in Ireland, or of the Office for the Record of Titles, as the 
Case may he. 

18 . The proper Officers in the Office for the Registry of Deeds 
in Ireland, and in the Office for the Record of Titles, shall register 
the said Affidavits and Orders in the same Manner as Deeds are 25 
registered in the respective Offices, subject to the Payment of all 
such Pees as may lie lawfully demanded. 

19 . When the next collateral Successor served with such Notice 
as aforesaid makes such Application to the Landed Estates Court as 
herein-before mentioned, the said Court may make such Inquiries 30 
as it thinks proper as to tlic Circumstances of the Estate, and the 
Improvements intended to he made therein, and may sanction or 
disallow in whole or in part the proposed Improvements, and fix 
the Amount of Expenditure to he allowed for or in respect 
of the same, and shall make an Order, specifying the Improve- 35 
ments which it sanctions, and the Amount to he expended 
thereon. 

20 . The said Court, on being satisfied that such Order lias been 
complied with,, may make an Order charging the Estate with an

Provided, that in the Case of an Improvement Lease the best Rent 
shall be deemed to be the highest Rent that can reasonably be 
gotten, having regard to the Improvements covenanted to be made 
by the Lessee ; and in the Case of such a Lease or of a Building 30 
Lease a Pepper-corn Rent or any smaller Rent than the Rent 
to be ultimately made payable may be reserved during all or any 
Part of the first Fine Years of the Term granted by such Lease. 

25 - Before the making of any Building Lease or Improvement 
Lease under this Act, the Lessor shall serve a Notice of his Inten- 35 
tion to make such Lease, with a Copy thereof, on the Successor
